TOWN  MEETING  MARCH  5,  1957 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Clar¬ 
endon,  held  at  10  A.  M.  Standard  Time  in  the  Clarendon  Town 
Hall,  was  called  to  order  by  Amherst  Weeks. 

The  Warning  was  read  and  business  transacted  according  to 
the  Warning  as  follows: 

Article  1.  Amherst  Weeks  was  elected  Moderator. 

Article  2.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Town 
Report  be  laid  on  the  table.  Carried  by  acclamation. 

Article  3.  One  Road  Commissioner  be  elected  by  ballot. 
Article  4.  Town  Officers: 

Selectman — Percy  Teer  nominated.  The  Town  Clerk  was  direct¬ 
ed  to  cast  one  vote  for  Percy  Teer.  It  was  so  done. 

Percy  Teer  elected  for  3  years. 

Town  Clerk — Mary  Pratt — by  acclamation. 

Treasurer — Mary  Pratt — by  acclamation. 

Road  Commissioner — One  Road  Commissioner. 

Carl  Lanfear  nominated.  Necessary  to  vote  by  ballot.  The 
Town  Clerk  directed  to  cast  one  vote  for  Carl  Lanfear  and  it 
was  so  done. 

Overseer  of  Poor — George  Holden — by  acclamation. 

Lister — George  Eldred  and  Milton  Squier  nominated. 

By  Ballot — George  Eldred  36,  Milton  Squier  17,  Willard 
Squier  2,  Russell  Powers  1,  Roy  Pitts  1.  Necessary  for 
choice  29. 

George  Eldred  elected  Lister  for  3  years. 

Auditor — Irene  Hill  and  John  Pratt  nominated. 

By  Ballot — Irene  Hill  7,  John  Pratt  49.  Necessary  for  choice 
29. 

John  Pratt  elected  Auditor  for  3  years. 

Constable — George  Holden  was  nominated,  refused  to  act  and 
name  was  withdrawn.  Gordon  White  and  Leon  Moulton 
nominated. 
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By  Ballot — Gordon  White  24,  Leon  Moulton  42,  George 

Holden  2.  Necessary  for  choice  35. 

Leon  Moulton  elected  Constable  for  1  year. 

No  second  Constable  elected. 

School  Director — Earl  Turner  and  Leland  Congdon  nominated. 

By  Ballot — Earl  Turner  52,  Leland  Congdon  15,  Alice  Mul¬ 
berry  1,  Elsie  Adams  1,  Lahja  Wilson  2.  Necessary  for 

choice  36. 

Earl  Turner  elected  School  Director  for  3  years. 

Mr.  Chapman  suggested  the  Town  needs  more  School 
Directors.  There  are  5  Districts  in  Town  and  each  needs  a  School 
Director. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  two  more  School 
Directors,  who  would  act  in  an  advisory  position,  be  elected — 
one  for  Clarendon  Flats  and  one  for  the  Hill  District. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclamation  that  the 
motion  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Grand  Juror — Aldace  Newton  by  acclamation. 

Town  Lawyer — Aldace  Newton  by  acclamation. 

Article  5.  Town  Highways. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  25c  on  the  Dollar 
of  the  Grand  List  be  used  for  Town  Roads  as  last  year. 

Article  6.  Resurfacing.  Motion  made  seconded  and  carried 
that  $500.00  be  appropriated  for  resurfacing. 

Article  7.  New  Black  Top.  Motion  made,  seconded  and 
carried  by  acclamation  that  $2,500.00  be  appropriated  for  New 
Black  Top. 

Article  8.  Retreatment.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried 
that  $2,500.00  be  appropriated  for  Retreatment. 

Article  9.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclama¬ 
tion  that  the  School  Directors  be  authorized  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  furnish  running  water  and  install  flush  toilets  in  the  East 
Clarendon  and  Hill  Schools. 

Article  10.  New  School.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  a 
two  class-room  school  plus  kitchen,  to  be  located  on  the  School 
Land  in  North  Clarendon,  formerly  Ridlon  property,  at  a  cost  to 
the  Town  not  to  exceed  $30,000.00,  be  built. 

By  Ballot — polled  votes — Yes  50.  No  60. 

Motion  lost. 
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Article  11.  Since  Article  10  was  lost  it  was  unnecessary  to 
vote  on  Article  11. 

Article  12.  Tuition.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  Town  pay  all  the  tuition  for  High  School  students. 

By  Ballot — No.  43.  Yes  52. 

Article  13.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclama¬ 
tion  that  Taxes  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Article  14.  Shall  malt  and  vinous  beverages  be  sold  in  this 
Town. 

By  Ballot — Yes  57.  No  22. 

Article  15.  Shall  spirituous  liquors  be  sold  in  this  Town. 

By  Ballot — Yes  54.  No  24. 

Article  16.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclama¬ 
tion  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  for  the 
temporary  use  of  the  Town. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclamation  that  the 
Town  Report  be  taken  up  from  the  table  and  the  Overseer  be 
allowed  to  give  a  report  on  his  work  which  was  omitted,  by  over¬ 
sight,  from  the  Town  Report. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclamation  that  the 

Overseer’s  Report  be  set  down  in  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  acquire  by  gift  or  purchase  land  for  a 
municipal  forest.

Article  18.  Town  Tax.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried 
by  acclamation  that  a  tax  of  $2.75  be  voted  to  cover  running  ex-v 
penses  for  the  General  Account. 
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Article  19.  School  Tax.  Motions  were  made  and  seconded 
for  the  following  School  Tax.  $5.95  -  $4.50  -  $4.00. 

Highest  voted  on  first  -  $5.95. 

By  Ballot — Yes  68.  No.  41.  School  Tax  of  $5.95  voted. 

Article  20.  Other  Business. 

H.  Burdette  Pratt  spoke  of  doing  something  about  raising 
property  appraisals  in  the  Town.  The  Moderator,  after  consulting 
the  Listers  and  the  Statutes  Book  stated  that,  in  his  opinion, 
property  appraisals  are  entirely  up  to  the  Listers. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Town  Report 
be  taken  off  the  table  and  accepted. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting  be  printed  in  the  next  Town  Report.

SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


On  March  7,  1957  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  the  Town  of  Clarendon  was  held,  Chester  Carrara  appointed 
chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  following  officers  were  appointed : 

Fence  Viewers — Richard  Pratt,  Robert  J.  Pratt  and  Henry 
Potter. 

Pound  Keepers — Isadore  LaVictoire  and  Hiram  Spafford. 

Inspector  of  Lumber  etc. — Howard  L.  Pierce. 

Weigher  of  Coal — John  Pratt. 

Tree  Warden — Harold  E.  Johnson. 

On  April  25,  1957  a  meeting  of  Selectmen  was  held  to  con¬ 
sider  two  petitions  for  Special  Town  Meetings  which  had  been 
presented,  one  petition  for  a  meeting  to  reconsider  the  tax  voted 
at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  the  other  for  building  a  new  school 
at  North  Clarendon. 

The  Selectmen  decided  to  hold  a  Special  Meeting  on  May  21, 
1957  to  act  upon  both  petitions.  At  said  Special  Meeting  the 
Town  General  Tax  was  changed  from  $2.75  to  $2.25,  and  the 
Town  School  Tax  from  $5.95  to  $4.75.  A  motion  to  build  a  new 
Two  Room  School  at  North  Clarendon  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  66 
yes  to  75  no. 

Bids  for  the  Clarendon  Springs  Bridge  contract  were  opened 
on  May  23rd  at  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Selectmen  and  the  Dis¬ 
trict  and  State  Highway  Commissioners.  The  Contract  was 
awarded  to  Earle  and  Merry,  Inc.  of  Rutland,  Vt.  The  Bridge  is 
now  completed.  Total  cost  of  Bridge  plus  approach  to  each  end 

$36,447.66

On  May  29th  Leon  Moulton’s  resignation  from  the  office  of 
Constable  for  the  Town  was  received  and  accepted.  George 
Holden  was  appointed  to  fill  the  office  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 

The  Town  School  Accounts  were  audited  on  July  7,  1957.  A' 
deficit  of  $7,615.51  for  the  School  Year  1956-57  was  found.  As 
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recommended  by  the  auditors  the  Selectmen  added  .95  to  the 
Town  Tax  to  cover  this  deficit. 

In  July  a  second  petition  for  a  new  school  at  North  Clarendon 
was  presented  to  the  School  Board  and  on  September  25,  1957  a 
second  Special  Meeting  was  held  on  this  question.  Again  the 
majority  of  the  voters  voted  against  the  project,  the  vote  as 
follows: 

71  votes  cast  for  the  bond  issue 
126  votes  cast  against  the  bond  issue 
70  votes  cast  for  the  school  authorization 
121  votes  cast  against  the  school  authorization 

In  May  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Road  Commissioner  met 
with  the  District  Road  Commissioner  to  plan  the  State  Aid  Road 
Road  work  to  be  done  during  the  summer.  The  Selectmen  pre¬ 
sented  a  request  to  the  State  Highway  Board  for  Black  Top  on 
the  Creek  Road.  It  was  refused.  Plans  were  made,  work  has  been 
done  and  State  refunds  received  as  follows:

This  is  the  twenty-second  annual  report  which  I  have  made 
to  the  citizens  of  Clarendon  regarding  State  payments  in  your 
municipality  of  various  types  of  assistance  and  welfare  during 
1957.  The  support  and  cooperation  of  town  officers  and  people 
generally  over  this  long  period  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  We 
have  some  measure  of  responsibility  for  12,000  individuals  and 
annually  spend  about  six  million  dollars. 

The  total  number  of  recipients  in  all  four  programs  has  not 
changed  substantially  for  several  years.  Due  to  the  extension  of 
Social  Security,  the  number  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  has  de¬ 
clined  but  those  receiving  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally 
Disabled  have  increased.  Supplementation  of  inadequate  amounts 
of  Social  Security  benefits  is  an  increasing  role  of  Public  Assist¬ 
ance.  Towns  and  cities  participate  financially  in  two  of  the  pro¬ 
grams  as  indicated  below.  Administrative  expenses  for  the  four 
types  of  Public  Assistance  have  always  been  among  the  lowest  in 
the  nation.  In  one  state  the  recipient  receives  less  then  eighty- 
two  cents  out  of  the  assistance  dollar.  In  Vermont  the  recipient 
received  ninety-six  cents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Directors  and  Citizens  of  Clarendon: 

I  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  schools  of  Clarendon  opened  on  Wednesday,  September  4,  1957,  with 
a  total  enrollment  of  165  pupils. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  the  same  group  of  teachers  back  with  only  one 
change  from  last  year.  Mrs.  Maida  Johnston  of  Ira  replaced  Mrs.  Edith  Fish 
at  the  Chippenhook  School. 

East  School  now  has  been  provided  with  running  water  and  flush  toilets. 
Schools  now  having  these  facilities  include  the  Springs,  Chippenhook,  Flats, 
and  East.  Those  still  without  these  minimum  requirements  are  Hill,  North 
Grammar,  and  North  Primary. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  been  able  to  clear  up  the  water  at  Chippen¬ 
hook  so  it  can  be  used  for  drinking  purposes.  The  Hill  School  and  the  Springs 
School  have  been  painted.  A  well  was  dug  and  toilets  installed  at  the  East. 
All  this  involved  considerable  expense. 

The  situation  at  North  Clarendon  remains  and  should  be  the  next  one  to 
be  improved.  The  Grange  has  increased  the  rental  for  the  space  used  by  the 
North  Primary  pupils.  The  Grange  room  now  in  use  was  never  intended  for  a 
class  room.  The  present  North  Clarendon  school  needs  repair  and  lacks  facili¬ 
ties  that  the  children  should  have.  Since  the  recommendation  of  your  School 
Directors  for  the  construction  of  a  modern  two-room  school  at  North  Clarendon 
has  been  repeatedly  turned  down  by  the  voters,  this  solution  does  not  appear 
to  be  feasible. 

Last  year  at  town  meeting,  your  School  Directors  requested  a  school  tax 
of  $3.95  for  the  operation  of  your  school.  This  was  very  wisely  increased  by  the 
voters  to  the  larger  figure  of  $4.75.  It  was  evident  at  town  meeting  time  that 
we  would  have  to  pay  higher  tuition  charges  and  teachers’  salaries  for  this 
school  year.  The  voters  of  the  School  District  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
action.  There  is  a  strong  possibility  that  by  June  30,  1958,  your  School  District 
will  close  its  books  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  without  a  deficit. 

Your  School  Directors  and  Superintendent  recommend  that  a  school  tax 
of  $4.75  be  voted  for  the  school  year  of  1958-1959.  This  amount  should  be 
sufficient  according  to  our  estimate  to  pay  our  operating  expenses.  Tuition  for 
High  School  students  will  continue  to  increase  next  year  as  well  as  the  cost  of 
everything  we  use.
